SAAC INGRAM of St. 4 
drew's Holborn, was indicted for 


the Murder of Mary his Wife, by 


iving her one mortal Wound in the 
Pack of her head, of the 
length of half an Inch, and depth of 
one Inch with an Iron Poker, on 
the 26th of November laſt, of which 


he languiſh'd till the 24th of 


December following, and then died. 
He was a ſecond time indicted on 
the Coroners Inquiſition for the 


ſaid Murder.

J cannot expreſs my Satisfaction 
in this Retreat; how I detefted my 
late Vices, and how ſincerely I re- 
ſolved never to relapſe, let my 
Fortune be what it would. Thus 
prepared for an honeft Life I ar- 
rived at Whitby, where I was well 
received, In a few Days I fell into 
my Mother's Buſineſs, which is 
conſiderable, and follow'd it dili- 
gently 'till the ſucceeding Auguſt * 
when one Day I was ſent for, ro a 
Publick-Houfe, where, to Fr 
durprize, I found my old Friend 
Jom Hawkins, and his new Com-

and ſurrender myſelf; adding, that

One of Wilkinſon's Comrades pre- 


_ vented him from putting his Deſign 


in Execution. But this Wilbinſn 
conſtantly deny d. 

What Confeſſions he made were 
juſt after his Condemnation; for to- 
wavds the laſt he would confeſs no- 
thing. He even deny'd that he 
knew any —_ of the Murder of 
Petey Martin, the Chelſea Penſioner, 
and behaved himſelf in a very mo- 
roſe manner. 'The Chaplain there- 
fore refuſed to adminiſter the Sa- 
crament to him ; but he was nnder 
no great Concern on that Account;

After Sentence, Thomas Wilſon gave

I was born in London. My Pa- 
rents were honeſt induſtrious Peo- 


ple, tho' in mean Circumſtances ; 


and it had been well for me if I 


had follow'd their Advice and Ex- 


ample ; but I was of ſuch a ſurly, 
obſtinate and ungovernable Tem- 
per, that neither kind Uſage nor 
Severity had any good. effect upon 


me. 
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me. I ſhew'd an early Inclination 
to Wickedneſs, by keeping Com- 


pany with or 6h by. ſwear- - 
fe 


ing, lying, pilfering, and doin 

kd © Miſchief, I was — 
ble of. My Parents often correct- 
ed me for theſe things, but it pro- 
ved to no purpoſe; for tho* ſome- 
times I promiſed Amendment, it 
was never with a Deſign to mend, 
but only to avoid a Whipping, 
when I had ſaid or done ſomething 
to deſerve it. Thus I went on, 
till I was about twelve Years old, 
and then I began tolie out a-nights, 
and tho' I ſeldom eſcaped Puniſh- 
ment for this, yet- inſtead of re- 
forming I fill grew worſe, and of- 
ten lay out for ſeveral Nights to- 
gether. I thought by this Manage- 
ment to get the Maſtery of my 
Parents; and that when they found 
they could not reclaim me, they 
would let me go on my own way, 
But not being able to bring this 
about, I run quite away when I was 
thirteen, and went to Sea, and 
failed to the Baltick. I ſoon found 
I had changed for the worſe ; for 
in the few Months I was on Board, 
my Behaviour was ſuch, that I was 
fourteen times whipt and pickled, 
and fix times hung up by the Heels, 
This Treatment Fo me wiſh my 
ſelf at home again; ſo that as ſoon 


as the Ship returned I went direct- 


ly to my Parents, and with as much 
Submiſſion as my ſullen Temper 
would admit of, I promiſed to 
have better for time to come. 
They received me kindly : for 
as I had ſuffered much, they 
were in hopes I had ſeen my Errors, 
and would reform in earneſt. In a 
little time I was bound Apprentice 
to a Sawyer at Heet-Ditch, which I 
was well enough ſatisfied with, for 
the Work was much eaſier than 
what I did on Ship-board, and I 
met with good Uſage from my Ma- 
fer. But when I — ſerved him 
four Years, I grew weary of this

or fled from 


regular Life; and tho* I had met 
with ſo much Hardſhip at Sea, 
nothing would now content me 
but another Voyage ; and in 
this mad Humour I left my Maſter, 
and entered my ſelf on board a 
Merchant Man, bound for the

When I was a-ſhore at Lisbon, I 
drank exceſſively of new Wines, 
which threw me into a violent 
Flux; and at the ſame time I con- 
tracted a much worſe Diſtemper, 
by converſing with leud Women; 


ſo that there was little hopes of my 


Life. But however, in my Paſſage 
home, by the great Care of the 
Surgeon of the Shi p, I recovered 
beyond Expectation. Soon after 
my Arrival in England, I courted a 
Woman, whom I really 
oved, and in a little time I gained 
her Conſent, and married her. But 
her Friends having heard what a 
ſcandalous Character I bore, the 

would not ſuffer her to live vill 
me, but took her away, to prevent 
her ſharing in the Miſeries which 
they believed my ill Courſes would 
reduce me to. Till this time, which 
was about two Years ago, tho'l 
had lived a profligate Lite, I had 
never been guilty of any Felony;

indeed very fond of, made me al- 
moſt diſtratted, and quite careleſt 
of what became of my ſelf. I fell 
into the worſt Company, and en- 
gaged with them in ſeveral Robbe- 
ries, of which I ſhall now give the

Not long after this, being got 
very drunk, I was reſolved to try 
my Fortune alone, tho' without a 
Piſtol, I concealed my ſelf in a 
Ditch near Pancras, to watch for 
my Prey; and I had not lain long

I im- 
mediately follow'd and knock'd him

At 
his return into che Britiſb Channel, 
he was turn'd over to the Elizabeth 
Man of War, and ſail'd to the 
Baltick under Sir John Norris. But 
the Auſcovite Ships not daring to 
face the Engliſh, and (as he ſaid) the 
Admiral judging ir impracticable to 
attack them in their Harbour of 
Revel, they came to no Engage- 
Mm.. 

Soon after his coming to England, 
ſome of his Friends recommended 
him to a Merchant in Toqwer-ſtreet, 
who would have taken him into 
the Compting=houſe : for, tho* he.

fell a fighting with thoſe that had 
bim in Cuſtody, but they bound 
him, and carried him before the 
Juſtice. As he was going back he 
got his Hands looſe, and began a- 
pain to fight in the Street, tho he 
vas ſoon over-power'd . Then he 
faid if we would take him to an 


Alehouſe he would inform us where 


the Tankard was. We W 
ly took him to a Publick-Houſe, 
and there he told us the Tankard 
was knock'd to Pieces at a Houſe 
in the Mint, and if we would go 
with him thither he would ſhew us 
the Place, for he could find it rea- 
diy, tho' he could not direct us to 
it, becauſe he had forgot the Name

 Humphry Angier was born in Tre- Po 


Land, in à Village, not many Miles 
from Dublin; but while he was very 


young, his Parents removed from 
thence to Cork, where they put him 
Apprentice to a Cooper, tho' to ve- 
ry little Purpoſe; for he would ne- 


ver mind his Work; but getting ac- - 
quainted with a Parcel of ſhabby. 
Jooſe Fellows, he would not only 
neglect his Buſineſs in the Day, but 
lie from Home two or three Nights 


in a Week ; and before he -had 
ſerv'd a Quarter of his Time, he 
left his Maſter's Service intirely. 


Had he left the Town too at the 

Re 
his Yoke-fellow with him ; but they 
did not ſtay long there ; for moſt of 


fame Time, the old Cooper had been 


well enough ſatisfied with the Loſs 


of ſuch a Servant; but inſtead of 


fo doing, he lurk'd up and doyn 


in the Neighbourhood for two or 
three Years longer : So that during 


that Time his Mafter was under 


frequent Apprehenſions of having 


his Houſe hroke open one Night or 


other, by him or his Companions. 


Old Angier, perceiving no Hopes 


of reclaiming his Son, ſo long as he 
kept ſuch Company, reſolved to ſe- 
erate him from them, and accor d- 
ingly. carried him over to England.

Thomas Saunders was upwards of 


40 Years Old at the time of his 
„„ Execution · 


The Jury found him guilty of 
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Execution. He was bred up and 


ſpent moſt of his Life in the Sea 
Service. In Queen, ANN's Wars 
he was taken Priſoner by the 


Trench. After his Releaſe he went 


to dea again, but had not been long 
out, before the Ship he was in was 


made a Prize by the Algerines, and 


he and the Reſt of the Crew were 
carried to Agiers, where he ſaid they 
nere uſed very Cruelty, and made 
to Labour beyond their Strength. 
Tho' it ſeems they, when they 
afterwards had it in their Power, 
treated the Agerines with much 
greater barbarity, ranking it no 
Crime to cut off their Ears and 
Noſes, but that, as Orthodox Chri- 


ſtians, they had not only a right, 


but it was their Duty to play the 
Devil with Infidels. By ſome 
means or other he got away from 
Agiers, and was ſoon after taken 


by a Sallee- Rover. But in a little 


time his Captain got his Diſcharge. 
Aſter this he went Boatſwain under 
Captain Peacock, in whoſe Service 
he continued a long while. His 
next Employment was in a Pirate 
Sloop of 20 Guns, tho' this, he 
faid, was contrary. to his Inclination, 
for he was taken by the Pirates and 
forced into their Service. How- 
ever it ſeems, he raiſed his Fortune

among them, for being an old Sailor 
and better acquainted with the Seas 
then moſt of the Crew, they made 


him a ſort of a Captain, but his ho- 
nour did not long continue, for in a 


ſhort time, they were taken Priſo- 
ners by two Dutch Veſlels, and. 
carried into Rotterdam, where they. 
were all tryed for Piracy. But the 
Hollanders not havingSutficientProof 
againſt them, they were acquitted. 

Saunders coming over to England 

was again try'd for the ſame Offence 
by a Court of Admiralty, but Captain 

Peacock appearing in his Favour, he. 


was again acquitted. He ſaid he 


had been try*'d once in France and 

acquitted there too. 3 
While he lay under Sentence o 

Death in Newgate, he was very ſe- 


rious and atrentive to Inſtruction. 


He declared that his Wife was no 
way privy to the Fact for which he 
was to Suffer, and therefore he 
hoped no Reflections would be caſt 


upon her after his Death. For if 


any ſuch thing ſhould happen, 
either to her or his Child, [ pf he 
ſhould hear of it] he believed it 
would be impoſſible for his Body to 
reſt under Ground. |

Lumley Davis was "the Son of
